REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a second valve formed in the fourth flow channel being a 
threshold valve and a first valve and a second valve each having a layer and controlling the flow 
of the fluid in a second and fourth flow channels by elastically deforming the layer on the 
substrate and wherein the fluid introduced from the second flow channel toward the fourth flow 
channel and located in the first flow channel and also between the first valve and the second 
valve is delivered toward the third flow channel in combination with the other limitations set 
forth in claim 1 .
